DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first action on the merits for application 10/579,299. Claims 1 and 2 
are currently pending in this application.

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 5/15/2006 has been 
considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 2 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not disclose or render obvious a gear shifting completion 
determination device wherein said setting unit sets said determination time shorter 
when a difference between the input shaft revolution of said automatic transmission and 
the output shaft revolution of said motive power source is large as compared to a state 
in which said difference is small, in combination with the other elements required by 
independent claim 1 .
